In one of the largest single Land and Water
Conservation Fund grants to the State of
Connecticut, the 460-acre Bennett's Pond
property was acquired by the Department of
Environmental Protection as an expansion 
of the adjacent Wooster Mountain State
Park in Ridgefield. Recreation in and around
the pond includes fishing, hunting, hiking,
mountain biking and cross-country skiing.
